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Glen Sannox (the glen of river trout) is a popular excur¬ 
sion with visitors to Arran, and justly celebrated for its 
great beauty. Maculloch describes it as “landscape 
beyond the realms of art.” Surrounding it are lofty peaks, 
including Goatfell (2,866 feet), Swidhe Hearghas, Cir Mhor 
and Cioch-na-h-Oighe. 
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
